Studies Reveal Expenditure 
Rates of Married Couples 

A summary of 238 farm family 
accounts studied by University of 
Illinois economists showed wide 
changes in the amount and distribu- 
tion of family expenditures and sav- 
ings from the first year of mar- 
riage to the 35th wedding anniver- 
sary and beyond. 

Ordinarily the greatest savings 
are made after the children are 
"on their own," but In 1945. when 
Income was high and many boys 
were in service, the largest savings 
were made by the group married 
20 to 24 years. Some of the year's 
funds which would have been spent 
for college education went into 
savings for future use. 

Living expenditures were high- 
est for the group married 25 to 20 
years, mainly because of high med- 
ical expense and large wedding or 
other gifts to children. The lowest 
amount of money used for living 
was in families married 35 years 
and over. The group married 20 
to 24 years carried the peak load 
for operating, clothing, personal 
and recreation — expenditures 
which were related directly to the 
needs of the family.

Chicago has become the home of 
the middle aged, according to a re- 
port by the Advisory Committee of 
the Chicago-Cook County Health sur- 
vey. Chicago has fewer individuals 
under 20 years of age than does the 
United States, but also has propor- 
tlonately few individuals over 64 
years of age," the report points out. 
The proportion of Individuals be- 
tween 35 and 54 years of age In 
Chicago Is greater than In the whole 
United States. There has been dur- 
ing the past 20 years a dowhward 
trend in both the birth rate and the 
death rate In Chicago, and these are 
important factors reducing the per- 
centage of population under 20 years 
of age. Another factor changing the 
age distribution Is immigration, 
which Initially brought large num- 
bers of persons in the child-beget- 
ting age group to the United States, 
but now has diminished to the point 
cf being of no Importance, the report 
•aid.

FREE ENTERPRISE 

By J. E. Jones 

Washington, D. C, March 17.— 
The big boom in labor union 
strikes began with the New Deal 
—doubling in 1933 from a previ- 
ous all-time high of 841 strikes to 
,695. 

At the end of 1946 there were 
.nore than 4,000,000 workers on 
strike. Within a few weeks after 
the present Congress in Washing- 
ton, the Government came to 
grips with John L. Lewis. 

President Truman and the Re- 
publican Congress raised the stop 
signs in front of Lewis, Murray, 
Green and lesser labor leaders. 

The punishment administered 
the United Mine Workers through 
the courts, was so severe that it 
no doubt but what labor lead- 
bosses had reached the end 
of their rope. 

The bitter fight on David Lilicn- 
thal was more political than per- 
sonal, because he had ridden 
through the Roosevelt Admini- 
stration as a New Dealer, and 
some of the Republican Senators 
openly opposed him on the theory 
that he must "see red." 

Of course that was going pretty 
far in view of the fact that the 
New Deal won four elections with 
the author of the New Deal as 
their candidate. 

But, it is now perfectly plain 
that the labor leaders are going 
to be made to behave, and the 
New Deal has worn out its old 
trick-pack of cards. 

The Washington correspondent 
of The Jeffersonian never has 
pretended to be a prophet, but he 
does claim to know the ropes, as 
result of long, long years as an 
active editor and reporter; there- 
fore, he observes that all the signs 
point in the direction of a return 
to the Free Enterprise System.

At its lowest 
it produces more wealth, spreads 
that wealth more widely, provides 
more of the good things of 
life for the average man than any 
system ever devised. This asser- 
tion is not theoretical; it is i 
statement of verifiable facts. Only 
an ignoramus or an anti-demo- 
cratic propagandist would chal- 
lenge that. But management and 
labor together must eliminate the 
squeaks in our vast, marvelous 
industrialist machine. Let us co- 
operatively begin the greatest 
wealth-producing era in history, 
by emphasizing the well-being of 
all the people as the chief aim of 
the industrial process, 
show that the free enterprise sys- 
tem is the best humanitarian ism, 
the highest social enlightenment, 
because it helps a man to make 
the most of himself and guaran- 
tees his freedom. If Communists 
are throwing monkey wrenches 
into our industrial machinery 
slow up production and stimulate 
discontent, then let Labor search 
them out and rid itself of their 
sinister influence. Let us discrim- 
inate between strikes for justifi- 
able social benefits and those for 
power and social disoragnizati 

Another factor in stopping 
Communism is to have an under- 
standing with Russia. Let the 
Russians know their fears of 
are groundless, that we do not 
want war with them; that we are 
willing to live and let live; that 
their internal politics is their ow 
affair; that we acknowledge thei 
right to live under Communisrr 
if they so desire. But, let them 
realize we will not endure theii 
policy of international Commu- 
nism; that they will lose oui 
friendship if they continue to in- 
filtrate their system here. More- 
we must let them under- 
stand that we will resist their ex- 
pansion in Europe which ulti- 
lately would make war between 
s inevitable. 
Finally, we must keep alive and 
igorous the only force which can 
overcome Marxian materialism, 
namely "Spiritual Christianity." 

e the aforegoing phrase to 
differentiate it from a formalistic 
Christianity, the inner vitality of 
which is dead, with only the life- 
less form remaining. Communism 
can roll triumphantly over that 
hollow shell, crushing 
advance. But a vital Spiritual 
Christianity gives to man a faith 
in his Divine origin, his 
tality, his Godlikeness.

Over 1,000 codling moths in the 
pupa stage have recently been 
placed in a cage in a local orchard, 
the county agents said. When 
warm weather is here to stay, 
they will begin to emerge from 
their simulated winter quarters 
as an adult moth. 

Moths in the adult stage are 

ion ready to lay eggs. These eggs 
will hatch in eight to ten days. 

Any time before the highest ■ 
number of eggs hatch is the time | 
to put the insecticide on the 
young apples. 

Adult moths, which have 
emerged, will be counted and 
destroyed each morning. About 
eight to ten days after the peak 
rate of emergence has been 
reached is usually when young 
codling moths begin feeding in 
the highest numbers in the or- 
chard. This is the time to kill 
the worm by the use of the proper 
spray, point out the agents. 

By a much similar process, the 
plum curculio can be controlled 
much better. 

All this locally obtained infor- 
mation is sent to W. D. Arm- 
strong, horticulturalist at the Ag- 
ricultural Experiment Sub-Sta- 
tion at Princeton. There it is used 
together with similar information 
obtained from other localities to 
make up a "spray letter" for each 
locality.
